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VBT DDA OKs 
$28,000 to get on 


cover of Hour book

“It’s a pretty big deal,” said Van Buren 
Township Downtown Development 
Authority Assistant Director Lisa 
Lothringer, concerning her request to 
spend $28,000 to get a picture of the new 
splash pad onto the cover of the hard-bound 
book, “2019-20 Metro Detroit Area Guest 
Guide” that is placed in over 145 hotels in 
the Greater Detroit area. 

“Its an honor to be asked,” Lothringer 
told the DDA at its regular meeting Aug. 
27. 

She said Hour Media will be setting up 
the perfect shot at the splash park with 
models to go on the cover. 

The $28,000 expenditure also includes 
four full pages inside the book, which 
alone has a marketing cost of normally 
$34,000, she said. 

She said this book, published by Hour 
Media, is placed in more than 145 hotels, 
which equates to over 26,000 hotel rooms 
with more than three million guests per 
year. She said the digital version averages 
more than 21,000 downloads per year. 

“It is highly unusual for this opportunity 
to be offered to a governmental entity and 
we will be in the company of landmarks 
like the Little Caesars Arena which was 
featured on the cover two years ago,” 
Lothringer said. 

She said the DDA has cultivated a good 
relationship with Hour Media, leading 
to this offer. She said the book will be 
available late this year or early next year. 

“That’s a lot of money,” said VBT 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara and other 
DDA members agreed. But the DDA voted 
unanimously to approve the expenditure, 
which had to be taken out of the fund 
balance since it was not in the budget. 

The guest guide is promoted as covering 
the dining scene, historical landmarks,

Belleville DDA offers more input on what to do with 4th Street

At its regular meeting Aug. 21, members 
of the Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority gave their ideas on a proposed 
plan for changing Fourth Street into a one- 
way, 22’-wide drive leading up to the new 
library building with a left turn at the alley. 

Phil Westmoreland of Spicer Group has 
been working on proposals since last spring 
and at the DDA’s last meeting on May 15, 
members gave their input on pavement 
treatments, traffic control, parking, and 
keeping the area flexible for special events. 
They wanted to be sure there was space for 
the stage, at Main Street, and room for a 
tent. 

The treatment presented includes green 
space, low to no curbs with swales for 
drainage, bike parking, removable bollards 
and seating. The estimated cost was from 
$200,000 to $350,000. At the May meeting, 
DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson said 
they only had $120,000 in the budget 
for this, but they had $1 million in fund 
balance to make sure they have enough to 
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pay their bonds. 

The library plans to repair the trenches 
its construction work made into the street 
before the DDA does work on the surface. 

On Aug. 21, Westmoreland presented 
a plan that featured stamped, colored 
concrete for four parking spaces, near 
the library area of the street and after 
discussion, he was told to put those spaces 
in the middle of the block because the 
library had a 90-space parking lot in the 
works and they didn’t need to give the 
library more parking. 

Westmoreland said he recommended 
the stamped, colored concrete because he 
had a problem with the way brick settles 
unevenly. 

He recommended eight honey locust 
Skyline trees, which have no pods and 
no thorns. He said it’s better to have 
trees different from the Main Street trees 
because if a disease takes a certain type of 
tree, it wouldn’t take them all. 

He said if there was more green space 
than he planned, they would have to have 
sprinklers. 

He said they are working with Van 
Buren Township, which is the owner of the 
museum, and the library in their plans. 

DDA vice-chairperson Alicia McGovern 
said the DDA should be looking out for the 
businesses and she said she was in favor 
of putting the parking spaces near Main 


Street, so customers for the businesses in 
that area would have easy access to them. 

The owner of the businesses at the corner 
of Main and Fourth was present again to 
advocate for parking spaces next to his 
businesses, since customers like to pull up, 
run into the cleaners, and then hurry back 
to pull away. He said often the spaces in 
front of the shop on Main Street are taken 
up with patrons of the restaurant across the 
street. 

But, Westmoreland was directed to try to 
flip the parking spaces into the middle of 
the block to see what he could do and to 
make new drawings. 

The library board has been anxious to 
know what the DDA is planning to do 
at its front door and so the DDA will 
hold a special meeting after Labor Day 
if Westmoreland comes up with revised 
drawings for approval. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley suggested having 
a special DDA meeting on Sept. 3 at 6 
p.m., just before the city council meeting 
at 7:30 p.m. 

DDA chairperson Rosemary Loria told 
Westmoreland what they want the street to 
look like is “green, parking, green.” 

Thompson said they are looking at taking 
out the portable pedestrian-crossing sign 
in the middle of Main Street and having a 
lighted sign on the side of the street. People

will be able to push a button or there would 
be a motion sensor. 

Westmoreland said they will look at a 
solar option, but it will also have to be 
wired “because this is Michigan.” 

Although lights for a pedestrian crossway 
underneath their feet on Main Street was 
discussed it was not considered feasible 
because Main Street would have to be cut 
into. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-20- 
minute meeting, the DDA: 

e Heard DDA member Jason Mida 
discuss a food truck rally event that had 
been discussed by a subcommittee made 
up of him, Thompson, and DDA Treasurer 
Sabrina Richardson Williams. He said the 
DDA didn’t have the turnout it expected 
when the coffee trucks came in last year 
and so they thought maybe three food 
trucks could come during Winter Fest. 
He said they don’t want to compete with 
businesses in the downtown, but maybe 
they could have a barbecue truck and 
something else they don’t have downtown 
to give festival-goers options to eat at the 
event. McGovern said it is the DDA’s job 
to bring new things to the community and 
it would be better to put on a business 
fair to focus on business growth than 
bringing in food trucks. Thompson said 
the Chamber of Commerce used to have 
business fairs and she will pass the idea on 
to them. Kelly Bates said she sets up food 
trucks for University of Michigan Athletic 
Department events and she can help with 
a list of vendors. She said they demand 
a guarantee of $750 minimum per truck, 
which means 140 at $5 each would have to 
visit each truck; 

e Heard Loria report that she, Thompson 
and City Manager Diana Kollmeyer sat in 
lawn chairs across the street and watched 
them tear down the buildings in the 500 
block of Main. She said they are planning 
to get pictures from the 1950s and ‘60s 
to hang on the construction fence to 
show what had been in that block in the 
past. The museum is finding pictures that 
could be hung and developer Scott Jones 
and construction company Davenport are 
cooperating with the project; 

e Heard Thompson report that Booville 
during October is presently a work in 
progress. She also announced that the 
Lunch Box is planning a 9/11 event at 5 
p.m. Sept. 11 and has invited those at city 
hall and the police and fire departments, as 
well as the public, for a memorial and free 
hot dogs and refreshments; 

e Heard members of the DDA comment 
on the passing of former DDA member 
Gary Snarsky and how much they will 
miss him; and 

e Heard Loria say the 2020 visioning

session that was held in the year 2000 
talked about many of the things the 
community wanted that are now coming 
to pass.

VBT Planners present 
recommended ordinance 
for narrow lakeside lots

During a 10-minute meeting on Aug. 
28, the Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission hosted a public hearing on 
an amendment to the zoning ordinance for 
narrow lakeside properties and then voted 
to send its recommendation for approval to 
the township board. 

Vidya Krishnan of McKenna planning 
consultants, whois filling in for the planning 
and economic development director’s 
position while it is vacant, explained how 
this item on narrow lakefront lots got on 
the agenda. 

She said the Board of Zoning Appeals had 
asked the staff to look into the concentration 
of narrow lots in the township, particularly 
on the lakefront, and whether the setback 
requirements should be amended for these 
lots. 

The minimum lot width for any zoning 
district in the township is 70 feet. There are 
some legally nonconforming lots which 
are narrower than this. 

Section 5.144 of the Zoning Ordinance 
requires a minimum 24-foot width across 
the front and rear and rear elevations of a 
home, and Section 4.102 requires the side 
yard setbacks to total at least 25 feet. 

For lots that are 50 feet wide or narrower, 
these requirements do not leave a viable 
building envelope, she said. 

Krishnan recommended the following 
amendment to R-1A, R-2A, R-1B and 
R-1C single family residential districts, 
Sub-section D, Dimensional Regulations: 

“Lakefront lot setbacks. The structures 
on the parcel shall comply with the 
required front- and rear-yard setbacks for 
the underlying zoning district. Where the 
lot does not comply with the minimum 
required lot width, the narrowest side yard 
shall not be less than five feet or 15 percent 
of the lot width, whichever is greater, and 
the sum of the two side yards shall not be 
less than 30 percent of the lot width.” 

Krishnan said the regulation will allow 
for the construction of a reasonable-size 
dwelling while providing adequate room in 
the side yards for maintenance and access 
in the event of an emergency. 

On a 50-foot-wide lot, the required side 
yard setbacks would be 15% of 50 which 
equals 7.5 feet. A combined side yard of 15 
feet would still allow a buildable width of 
35 feet, she said. 

During the public hearing on the 
amendment, Corey Gibson of 43160 E. 
Huron River Dr., asked if people could 
put together new lots, claiming they were 
“grandfathered” in by this amendment. 

Commission chairwoman Carol

She said in the Bahamas, the homeless 
dogs are called “potcakes,” since people 
feel sorry for them and feed them from the 
cakes at the bottom of their pots. 

She said they are just mixed-breed dogs 
and FMAR welcomes them to their shelter 
every year. She said she has one in her 
house now because he was too shy to adopt 
out. 

We’ll be looking forward to FMAR’s 
new group of “potcakes” that will be 
seeking forever homes after living through 
the hurricane. We’re sure our generous 
community will open its heart, as usual.

A Sumpter Township resident who reads 
our paper got a phone call last week from 
a person who sounded like his grandson, 
although there was an “echo” sound around 
the grandson that sounded like it was a 
conference call. The boy, who seemed to have 
a slightly East Coast accent, said, “Grandpa?” 
and the man answered, “Johnny?” and the 
caller said, “Yeh.” The boy said he was in 
trouble. He was in a rear-end collision. He 
was on his phone, he dropped it and reached 
for it and then he hit the car in front of him. 

He said the police arrested him for using a 
cell phone while driving and, “I need you to 
talk to a lawyer.” Then, he put on a man who 
was supposed to be a lawyer, who said the 
boy was charged with public endangerment 
and reckless driving. The judge would grant 
bail, the “lawyer” said. 

Our reader said he replied, “I want to talk to 
him now,” referring to his grandson. “We can 
arrange bail,” the “lawyer” replied. “I want to 
talk to him now!” our reader insisted, asking 
where the boy was now.

We received a report from the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources on Friday 
saying there has been the 40" sighting of a 
cougar in Michigan since 2008 and this one 
is accompanied by a clear picture from a 
man’s trail camera. 

The report said this sighting was on public 
land in Delta County. The trail camera photo 
was taken at 8:55 p.m. Aug. 17. A black and 
white image from the camera shows a cougar 
heading away from the camera into a stand 
of cedar trees. 

Another cougar trail image was snapped 
July 7 in Gogebic County and verified by the 
DNR in August. It was photographed during 
daylight hours northwest of Ironwood. 

All but one of the 40 sightings came from the 
Upper Peninsula, the DNR said. They noted 
this number may include multiple sightings 


of the same cougar and not necessarily 40 
different animals. 

Although the DNR doesn’t talk about 
cougars in this area, we have had credible 
reports out of Sumpter and Van Buren 
townships over the years. I remember years 
ago when Al Ostrowski 
was animal control 
officer in VBT. He went 
to a grocery store and 
bought raw chicken to 
bait a trap to try to catch 
a cougar that had been 
sighted in VBT, north 
of Michigan Ave. Didn’t 
work.

At a recent Belleville City Council meeting, 
Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria said he recently 
learned that the Iron Belle Trail is heading 
not far from his cottage up north. He said 
after the trail is done in Belleville, he’ll be 
able to walk from his home in Belleville to 
his cottage up north on the trail.

The westward trail 
leads to the northbound trail, which ends at 
the Wisconsin border in Ironwood, where the 
cougar was sighted.

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Mayor appoints Laginess to PSC, Kelly-Bonner to DDA

Mayor Kerreen Conley appointed Joani 
Laginess to the Civil Service Commission 
and Valerie Kelly-Bonner to the Downtown 
Development Authority during the Aug. 19 
regular meeting of the Belleville City Council. 

Laginess’ term will expire May 31, 2024 
and Kelly-Bonner’s term will expire Dec. 31, 
2023. 

At Monday’s meeting, Kelly-Bonner got up 
to introduce herself as the operator of SOOAR 
on South Street, which is funded by the Mental 
Health Authority. 

The council unanimously confirmed the 
appointments. Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria was 
absent. 

In other business at the 27-minute meeting, 
the council: 

e Approved closing Roys Street from Main 
Street ending before the Chase Bank drive- 
through lanes to accommodate the Harvest 
Fest activities. No date was on the approval 
application. Harvest Fest was approved at 
an earlier meeting, but that request failed to 
include this street closing; 

e Approved the minutes of the Aug. 5 and 
12 meetings together and then did it a second 
time, after former Councilwoman Kim Tindall 
advised from the audience that Councilman 
Tom Smith who made the motion to approve 
the two meetings was not at the Aug. 5 
meeting, so he couldn’t make the motion to 
approve the minutes. The council separated the 
meeting minutes approvals and Councilman 
Tom Fielder made the motion to approve the 
Aug. 5 meeting minutes, seconded by Mayor 
Conley. The motion to approve the minutes of 
the Aug. 12 meeting was made by Councilman 
Jesse Marcotte and seconded by Smith. “I 
don’t want you to get in trouble,” said Tindall 
in explaining why she told the councilmen 
they were doing something wrong;

reflecting a shift in his behavior: the first 
phase involved the time frame when Trump 
wasn’t concerned about being personally 
investigated. The second phase started 
when Trump discovered he was being 
personally investigated, and his actions 
became obstructive as he tried to slow 
down or stop the investigation entirely. 
(See MR, VII, pg. 7) 

3) Mueller anticipated the Department of 
Justice’s legal arguments that the Special 
Counsel could not bring charges against a 
sitting President. But he also understood 
Congress could, “Rather, our analysis ... 
conclude ... the ... statutes can validly 
prohibit a President’s corrupt efforts to use 
his official powers to curtail ... interfere 
with an investigation.” (See MR, Vol. 
II, pp. 159 — last paragraph). (Also read 
the second paragraph. MR, VII, pg. 168 
beginning with “In sum ... lacks merit.”) 

4) Trump often attempted to stop the 
Russian Investigation. (MR, VII, Table of 
Contents, Section II, pp i-iii, sub-headings 
A through K - for the eleven potential acts 
of obstruction). Like Mueller, our book 
club believes Trump’s actions demonstrate 
corrupt intent. (MR, Vol. II, pp 3-7) 

5) If Mueller couldn’t indict a sitting 
President, then what? Congress has one 
choice: Impeachment. Our book club 


discussions have mirrored the conflict 


some Americans face when discussing 
impeachment with family and friends. 
Some members were reluctant to discuss 
the idea of Impeachment at all; others 
believed an Impeachment Inquiry is 
imperative. 

6) Mueller gave Congress a roadmap 
and placed his legal arguments where 
they could be found easily - in the Table 
of Contents of Vol. II (Section M on pg. 
iii). “Legal Defenses to the Application 
of Obstruction of Justice Provisions ...” If 
you read the sub-headings under Section 
HI, they lay out Mueller’s argument for 
obstruction. 

So, what did I learn personally? 

7) To better understand the discussions 
in today’s news, I need to understand the 
Constitution. For instance, why is the 
vested power of the three equal branches 
of government so important today? 
What is the importance of “checks and 
balances” between the three branches? 
How understanding this helps me make 
an accurate judgment of Trump’s efforts 
to undermine Congress’ role in the 
Investigation. What does the Emoluments 
clause mean so I can better understand 
the Constitutional prohibitions against 
President Trump making money during his 
Presidency through his hotels or at his golf 
clubs? 

And I’m starting to pay close attention to 
what Trump and his supporters say in order 
to discover their “reinterpretations” of the
